Ooia Dust Robbery 
"W. E. Gidney and A. 11. Turner wore 
charged at the Police Court yesterday with 
being concerned in robbing a miner named 
Rdberts of the sum of 33,700 'ii gold dust. 
Mr. Pearkes appeared for the prosecution. 

Superintendent Smith testitiod that owinfi; 
to the information he received of thj above 
robbery, he arrested Gidney on Wednesday 
night, at No. 110, Yntes street. Both of the 
• defendants had been going round thd saloons, 
standing drinks and paying for them with 
nuggets. They camo down on the same 
■'^steamer with the complainant, and Gidney 
was said to have had no money when ho set 
■out. 

Mr. Pearkes applied for a remand, as his 
client was not in a fit state to give evidence. 
He was also waiting' for llio .irrival of a wit- 
ness nainod Madden, who was expected 
down in a day or two. 

When the complainant made the bo- 
quaiutnnco of Gidney on the passage down, 
he (Gidney) had no money. 

Turner W.18 discharged, the only evidence 
against him beiiig that he went into the Al- 
bion Saloon and got his revolver, which he 
■ put into his breast and told Gidney the 
Police were after them. 

Mr. Pernborton remanded Gidney lor two 
days except he put in bail in two sure- 
lies for the sum of .C50 each, and himself in 
jElOO. A bag of dust containing about 3300 
was found on Gidney when arrested. 

SuPRKMB CoiTRT. — The case of Janion & 
Green vs. llabson was brought to a conclu- 
sion yesterday.
